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Speakers Stress Needs of Guard 


(Special Dispatch to ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL) 


\T. AUGUSTINE, FLA., Jan. 15, 1926.—Great en- 

thusiasm marked the convention of the National 
Guard Association of the United States at St. Au- 
gustine, Fla., which opened Jan. 14, and which was 
attended by representative National Guard officers 
from all parts of the United States as delegates, and 
by prominent officers of the Regular Army. Governor 
Martin, of Florida, extended the attending officers a 
warm welcome. 

Remarks made at the opening of the convention 
by Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, the retiring presi- 
dent of the association, and by Maj. Gen. Creed C. 
Hammond, Chief Militia Bureau, told in plain terms 
what was needed by the National Guard to increase 
its efficiency, and also pointed out particularly im- 
portant matters the convention should consider and 
act upon for the efficiency of the National Guard and the carrying out of the 
National Defense Act as it should be carried out. Other speakers also made 
important statements. 

The following was the program of Jan. 14, the opening day of the con- 
vention: 


LETTER FROM ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR, MACNIDER 


Colonel Hanford MacNider, Assistant Secretary of War, in a letter to Gen. 
Milton A. Reckord, read before the association, spoke of the improvement in the 
National Guard, and asserted that the recruits now joined the Guard for patriotic 
reasons and not for the uniform, music, etc. 

He said he was proud to say that he had seen active service with the National 
Guard, and so had the Neeretary of War, who understood the National Guard prob- 
lems and appreciated its difficulties. “We have fought a great war,” said Colonel 
MacNider. “You men represent the proven leadership and brains of the reconstructed 
and revitalized National Guard. You are the heads of the largest element of the 
Army. of the United States.” 


REMARKS OF MAJ. GEN. CREED C. HAMMOND, CHIEF 
MILITARY BUREAU 


Maj. Gen. Creed C. Hammond, Chief, Military Bureau, War Department, 
in his remarks before the association, took up a number of matters of vital 
interest to the future of the National Guard, and the general defense of the 
country at considerable length, and asked that the association take them into 
consideration for future action. 

In opening his remarks General Hammond stated that he had no interests 
to serve except those of the National Guard, and was with it in the desire for 
the organization, growth, and development of the force along the lines con- 
eee by the National Defense Act, and reasonable preparedness and good 
citizenship. 

The following are extracts from his remarks: 


To show my faith in you and your judgment, there are occasionally strong 
recommendations sent in by individual officers urging immediate action for putting 
their schemes into operation. To this I always reply “what does the Guard of the 
country know about this and what do they want.” I am cautious because I do not 
Want to impose the views of any one officer or my own upon the Guard in any 
matter of importance without first getting your viewpoint. 


PLAN TO STOP FRICTION IN WAR DEPARTMENT 


There are times and matters where we have an honest difference of opinion 
with the General Staff, The Adjutant General, Chief of Finance, or other War 
Department branches, and we try to uphold our rights and your interests under the 
law, as we construe it. This is not said in a spirit of criticism, but to let you know 
that we are trying to serve you and to maintain your rights and administer them 
through your national agency—the Militia Bureau. It would stop friction, lessen 
my work and responsibilities if all of our activities were gradually scattered through- 
out-other War Department agencies. Then the bureau could transact all its business 
With one rubber stamp. I indulge the hope for your sake that the Militia Bureau 
will be permitted to hold its place in the sun and continue to serve you and your 
interests. 

Great credit is due the Militia Bureau Regular and Guard officers and the Guard 
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officers on the General Staff for their constant efforts to secure action in your in- 
terest. They have shown marked ability, interest and aggressiveness in all matters 
for our common good. The Regular officers on duty in the Militia Bureau deserve 
our strongest commendations. 

Personally I do not want to see the Guard built up at the expense of the Regular 
Army. These two components being first line troops should be coordinated and de- 
veloped to the highest possible strength and efficiency. The Regulars should realize 
that in the event of a major emergency they are going to need us very badly and 
very quickly, if we are going to hold until the Reserves arrive. and likewise, we 
are going to need the Regulars the same way. 


G. 0. 6 W. D. NEEDS AMENDING 


In speaking upon the functions of the Militia Bureau, as defined in G.O. 6, 1922, 
War Department, General Hammond said: 

“This general order has been undergoing revision for the past year. The pro- 
posed draft of the revision does not meet all of the desires of the National Guard. 
There are, therefore, two viewpoints or drafts. It is highly desirable that these 
functions be satisfactorily defined for the sake of harmony in the War Department 
and in the interests of good administration of the National Guard. 

“IT have recommended that the War Department draft of G.O. No. 6 be not pub- 
lished and the revision held in abeyance until after the close of your convention, so 
that representatives of your association and the .Militia Bureau could meet the 
Secretary of War and present their wishes with a view to reconciling differences 
and dratting a G.O. 6 that is mutually acceptable. I advise thorough consideration 
of this subject and avoidance of any hasty action. We have a new Secretary of 
War. Let us give him a chance to solve the problem and secure action and har- 
mony without going to the Congress,” 


THE NATIONAL GUARD RESERVE 


It has been ruled that the term ‘National Guard” as used in section 37 of the 
National Defense Act does not include the National Guard Reserve. Until an im- 
provement can be made in the National Guard Reserve itself it is not considered of 
enough importance to attempt a change in the ruling. The National Guard Reserve 
should in reality form a dependable source for quickly obtaining additional officers 
for the National Guard on mobilization, and these officers should hold commissions 
in the Army of the United States, 

I have always had some doubt as to the necessity of appointing National Guard 
officers in the Officers’ Reserve Corps in order to issue a commission in the Army of 
the United States. There are many difficulties encountered in carrying out the 
policy. IL am of the same opinion as my predecessor that an officer recognized in 
the National Guard should be given a commission in the Army of the United States 
which is to become effective on the date of draft into Federal service. 

Except for an abnormal increase in officers the National Guard Reserve has 
shown no particular signs of activity during the year despite the very evident 
potential value of a strong reserve to the National Guard as a whole. 

Among other things spoken of by General Hammond were the improvements in 
blank forms relating to personnel, new tables of organization of the National Guard, 
allotments, allocation of strength of the states, Federal recognition of new head- 
quarters and new units. General Hammond stated that plans are being studied to 
complete the allotment of all units of the 21st, 22d, and 24th Cavalry Divisions. 


METHODS OF TRAINING BEING DISCUSSED BY GENERAL STAFF 


_ He spoke at considerable length regarding training and under this head sai 
in part: 
“It seems merely good judgment to devise some method that will make the 
C.M.T.C. a more valuable asset than it now is, first, for the immediate and direct 
benefit that it is believed it can give to the Army of the United States, and, second, 
to increase its potential benefit to the national] defense. To his end a study has 
recently been made of this subject in the Militia Bureau and forwarded to the Gen- 
eral Staff for their action. Eh 
“Briefly, a plan is proposed of having the National Guard, where they will un- 
dertake the duty and the Corps Area commander is agreeable to extending the i 
tunity, take charge of the recruiting for the C.M.T.C. in their home. towns. he 
students then to be sent to the National Guard camp two weeks in advance of the 
organizations that secured them, where they are to be trained for two. weeks by 
the National Guard instructors and sergeant-instructors, assisted by a small num- 
ber of other Regular Army personnel. Upon arrival of the National Guard- in 
camp the C.M.T.C. students to be reported to the particular units that secured 
them, where they continue their training for the second two weeks. 
“It is not necessary to discuss the advantages of this plan except as they effect 
the National Guard. It is believed that this plan will tie the C.M.T.C. to the 


National Guard in a way that will be productive of very material present benefits.”

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Nation’s Press Inclines to Continued Dirigible Construction 


HETHER or not the United States shall proceed with the construction 

of dirigibles has become a matter of interesting discussion in the Ameri- 
can press. 

The question is provoked by the report made by the Court of Inquiry which 
investigated the disaster to the ill-fated Shenandoah of the U. S. Navy. Vari- 
ous features of that report have been the subject of comment, but the gen- 
eral note struck seems to be regret at the inability, generally regarded as 
excusable, to discover the exact reason for the catastrophe. Congress, stirred 
by the lack of solution, intends to institute a probe, and, as preliminary 
thereto, Congressman Butler has introduced a bill appropriating $5,000,000 
to replace the Shenandoah. 

For the most part, the press, with a cynical disregard of the efforts it 
frequently makes to stage the Services for local shows, utters strong con- 
demnation of the action of the Secretary of the Navy in ordering Commander 
Lansdowne to make the flight. The Hearst papers, and particularly their 
chief editorial writer, Mr. Arthur Brisbane, denounces the report as “a 
shameless whitewashing job as everybody expected it would be.” Mr. Bris- 
bane is by no means alone in his criticism, for various democratic papers 
likewise take the view, as set forth by the Newark (New Jersey) Evening 
News, that “The Shenandoah came to her end and 14 of her personnel to 
‘their deaths from the employment of a valuable naval ship of the air and 
her crew to make .an exhibition flight for purposes- which can only be called, 
broadly, political.” The New London (Connecticut) Day (Independent), is 
more considerate in its expressions. It asserts that the “whitewash was all 
that could have been expected, since the many critics of the report cannot 
themselves agree to any other verdict for the Court. There actually was 
nothing else to do. It is noteworthy that there is general approval of the 
exhaustive investigation made by the Court and 
Rear Adm. Hilary P. Jones, the chairman, is 
especially commended therefor.

And their attitude is summarized by the Every 
Evening (Wilmington, Del.). It says: “The 
Shenandoah disaster was also part of the cost of 
stupidity and incompetence reaching back to the 
man at the head of the Navy Department who 
probably came to his office from a lawyer’s desk 
with less knowledge of naval affairs than the 
average ‘gob’ possesses.” The Hartford Times 
explains that it is impossible to keep up “a deadly 
Navy without occasionally killing some of its per- 
sonnel.” It quotes at length an article written by 
Rear Adm. W. S. Sims, Ret., on the importance of 
instruction in high command, and asserts that if 
the conditions he describes are correct, it is a 
cause of gratitude that we are not engaged in a 
first class war with a man “of Mr. Wilbur’s curi- 
ous obtuseness” at the head of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilbur, however, has his ardent defenders 
among the newspaper editors. They take the 
position that he was justified in complying with 
the desire of the people of the Middle West to see 
for themselves the Shenandoah and the great 
progress in air navigation which it represented 
to the credit of the Navy. They hold further 
that he acted upon the advice of his technical offi- 
eers, and that no one could have foreseen at the 





Spanish project for a service connecting Europe 
and South America. The French dirigible cente 
at Toulin, to which Mr. Black does not refer, is 
according to the Naval and Military Record, of 


London, showing increased activity. In _ the 
United States, the Goodyear-Zeppelin Company, 
staffed by German Zeppelin experts, and the Air- 
craft Development company, are devoting then- 
selves for the present to the preparation of de- 
signs and the definition of structural principles. 
Henry Ford is still pressing his plan for an all- 


metal airship. 

As some papers point out, Congress will de- 
vote much time and oratory to the Shenandoah; 
but their view seems to be that though the pric 
exacted is heavy, continuance of dirigible con- 
struction should be continued in the interest of 
progress.

Gen. Robert C. Davis, U.S.A., is the head, is well 
described by the New York Times in a recent 
article as “probably the largest single clerical job 
ever undertaken by the U. S. Government.”

ordinary air disturbance which twisted the airship 

into pieces. They point out that air development 

is a new art, that no progress would be pos- 

sible unless risks were taken, and while deploring the loss of the vessel and the 
sacrifice of life which it entailed, still in their opinion, the cruise was justi- 
fiable, and no Secretary would have acted in any other fashion than did Mr. 
Wilbur. In this connection, the New York Herald-Tribune holds that the find- 
ings of the board are “sober and practical,” and points out that the Shenan- 
doah type is not discredited. The Cincinnati Commercial Tribune declares 
that the Shenandoah tragedy is “a part of the toll of national progress,” 
and as such “will be affirmed in popular finding.” This paper approves the 
praise given by the board to Commander Lansdowne, his officers and crew, 
adding that they died as heroes died, “since as heroes they met the challenge 
of the storm at its worst and rode it unquaveringly in endeavor of conquest.” 
The Washington Post asserts that “the records clearly show that the com- 
mander of the Shenandoah was given full discretion and that it was upon 
his recommendation that the first week of September was selected for the 
flight.” It is the view of the Washington Star that “if the lesson of the 
Shenandoah is learned fully and appropriations are made sufficiently for 
weather bureau extension, there should never be a repetition of this disaster 
in this country.” 

One of the most thoughtful editorials coming to the attention of the 
writer was that written by Victor Murdock, editor-in-chief of the Wichita 
(Kansas) Eagle. Mr. Murdock was for some years in Washington as a mem- 
ber of the Federal Trade Commission, is a Republican leader of Kansas, and 
came in contact with many officers of the Services. The Eagle’s comment 
concludes: 

“It would certainly be a sorry thing if aeronautical engineers could learn 
nothing from the Shenandoah wreck, if pioneers of the air lost their nerve 


700,000 veterans or their relatives to put in their 
claims, the task would probably have been wound 
up before Jan. 1, 1926. Nearly two and three- 
quarter millions of applications had been approved up to Dec. 1, 1925. 

“Neither General Davis nor anyone else knows exactly why the missing 
700,000 have not applied, or how many of them will apply, before the expira- 
tion of the legal time limit on Jan. 1, 1928. Some, no doubt, are “conscientious 
objectors” who do not believe in the bonus, even when it puts money into thelr 
own pockets. Others are merely careless or indiffe:rent. In any case the 
big rush is over, and General Davis, author of the plan for handling the bonus 
claims, has time to mope his brow and justification for congratulating him- 
self. In economy and efficiency the organization he put together could give 
pointers to many a private corporation. This, at least, is the assertion of those 
who have seen it in action.” 

The Times also goes on to say: 

“Although the Adjusted Compensation Branch was a million behind on 
Sept. 2, 1924, it had caught up with the applications before the end of the 
year, and since Jan. 1, 1925, has been sending certificates to the Veterans 
Bureau, on the average, within three days of the receipt of the application. 
On Dec. 1, 1925, 11,040 applications were actually in process of being passed 
upon. Of the whole number filed only 38,534 have been rejected. 

“The Adjusted Compensation Branch, which bore the brunt of the work, 
was created on May 28, 1924, and went out of existence as a separate branch 
on July 1, 1925. The work is now being carried on by the World War Division 
of The Adjutant General’s office. More than, 2,000 clerks formerly emp! ryed 
in the Adjusted Compensation Branch have been discharged or transferred 
| other Government departments. 
“General Davis, who has the credit for the success of the work, is consid 
| ered one of the best administrators in the Army.”

The War Department has consistently stood squarely by the “One Army” prin- 
tiple. So far as I know there is no difference of opinion as to the soundness of 
that principle. Sut the pressing needs of all the components are such that it is 
inevitable that differences will arise as to the distribution of the partial means avail- 
wle to meet these needs. It is not a simple problem, but it will be impossible unless 
ach component works for the best interests of the whole. Above all, each of us must 
practice real economy. 

In order not to be accused of generalizing, I offer the following specific methods 
fr consideration in effecting economies; rather than lose personnel. 

It is believed that 48 armory drills would maintain efficiency and that drills 
sould be tumited to that number, at least as long as other needs for funds are so 
itringent. 


Payments for summer training might be limited to 15 or even 14 days. I would 
prsonally be opposed to this, however, if the result were the limitation of actual 
mp to less than 13 days. 

Economies could undoubtedly be effected in the preparation of camp sites. 

Fire losses in certain states can be reduced. In 1925 more than half the total 


National Guard losses of Federal property on account of fire occurred in three states. 

Nearly half the total losses of property by theft occurred in eight states. 
These figures would indicate that certain states should carefully examine the causes 
i fire and theft. 

It seems quite possible that some form of clothing allowances might result in 
tonomy. It is realized that there would be many difficulties in establishing such 
ilowances, especially for men discharged after 12 or 18 months, but the possibilities 
ie well worth your close study. * * * 


GEN. M. A. RECKORD TELLS OF NEEDS OF NATIONAL GUARD 


Brig. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, commanding the Maryland National Guard, 
ad the retiring president of the National Guard Association of the United 
States for 1925, made suggestions of far reaching importance in his annual 
udress before the convention. 

General Reckord spoke very plainly and he pointed out what is considered 
sme needed departures from the present administration of National Guard 
ifairs. He made a number of suggestions which he urged the National 
Guard Association to take up and act upon. The following are some of the 
nore important portions of General Reckords remarks: He told of the reso- 
tions presented to Congress in a National Guard bill, in which six out of 
“ven amendments were enacted into law. One of the greatest accomplish- 
ments in this line of importance to the National Guard and Reserve officers 
‘like was the defeat of an attempt in Congress to take from all National 
Guard and Reserve officers the present rental allowance for all tours of duty 
f less than 30 days duration. In this fight before Congress General Reckord 
tad the full support of General Delafield, president of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association. 

Another important accomplishment was that of securing a deficiency item 
of $1,332,000 for armory drill pay. This was accomplished with the assist- 
ince of Senator Wadsworth and Senator Warren in the Senate, and Mr. 
Anthony and Mr. Madden in the House, despite the opposition of General 
lord, Director of the Budget. This appropriation enabled practically every 
state to continue armory drills upon the basis of one per week for each unit. 

Shortly after this money was secured the Secretary of War, however, 
on direction of the President, issued an order which prevented any further 
intrease in the strength of any additional Federal recognition of units. This 
drastie action was considered by General Reckord as unnecessary, and was 
the cause of a number of conferences with the Secretary of War upon the 
subject. Only recently has it been possible, he said, to prove to the Secretary 
of War that the National Guard could maintain additional strength without 
treating a deficit, and to secure his approval to an increase in strength by

Why Chicago Wants Service Classic 


ce" 'RE main reason Chicago is so anxious to secure the Army-Navy game this 

year is to insure the presence of the Corps of Cadets and the Regiment 
of Midshipmen at the dedication of Soldiers’ Field, the state-owned $8,000,000 
monument to the soldiers of the World War,” Congressman Britten, of Illinois, 
says. “It is an event which justifies the disregard of precedent to allow the 
attendance of the student bodies of both academies.” 

Congressman Britten pointed out that the two main objections to the selec- 
tion of Chicago as a site for the game, namely, the expenses to be incurred 
and the time taken from studies, are not justified. He stated, in regard to 
expenses, that Chicago would act as host to the two academies and bear 
the costs. The second, he said, is also without foundation, since between 
Thanksgiving and the day of the game only one day intervenes, Friday, and 
the granting of that day as a holiday to the Cadets and Midshipmen will not 
disrupt the instruction schedules. 

A congressional delegation from Maryland waited on Secretary Wilbur 
Jan. 13 to protest against the game going to Chieago and to present Baltimore’s 
claims. 
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IR SERVICE OFFICERS TO GENERAL STAFF.—Although the Morrow 
J Aircraft Board recommended that five officers of the Army Air Service 
be regularly appointed to the War Department General Staff, Secretary of 
War Davis has decided to assign them merely to duty “with” the staff, because, 
he says, they are not eligible for regular appointment. 

As the Morrow Board recommended that the aviators be duly. placed on 
the staff, even though traditional eligibility had to be waived, and as President 
Coolidge approved this along with the other recommendations, Seeretary Davis’ 
decision to vary is causing an undercurrent of criticism which at any time may 
break in a stormy sequel to the recent aircraft controversy. 

Secretary Davis says the officers recommended to him by Maj. Gen. Mason 
M. Patrick, U.S.A., Chief of the Army Air Service, are not eligible because 
they have not been through the Staff School at Leavenworth. Attendance at 
this school is the “eligibility” spoken of by the Morrow Board when it recom- 
mended that it be waived. 

Friends of the Army Air Service point out that there is a vast difference 
between being “on” the General Staff and being “with” it. “On” the General 
Staff, an officer has a voice in the deliberations concerning his particular branch 
of the service; “with” the General Staff the officer is merely sitting, by: in. the 
role of an adviser. 

Announcement of the names of the officers to go “with” the General Staff 
is expected momentarily. General Patrick submitted a list of 10 officers ‘to 
the Secretary from which to pick the five, and their names will be announced 
almost any day. 
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YORBIDS UNFIT MOVING PICTURES FOR U.S. NAVY.—In a discussion 
before the House Appropriation Committee during the hearings on the 
Navy bill on Jan. 12 Rear Adm. Shoemaker, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, told the committee that the bureau had rejected a number of well-known 
moving picture plays for use on ships because they were considered unfit for 
sailors to witness. 

Representative Taber, of New York, who had seen some pictures on a ship 
during the Hawaiian maneuvers last summer, told the committee some of these 
pictures were “mostly filth.” He said he was “very much disgusted” with them. 

Representative Burton L. French, chairman of the Appropriations Subeom- 
mittee for the Navy, expressed views similar to those of Mr. Taber, adding 
that he regarded some of the plays as “immoral.” Others, he declared, were 
“90 percent good,” but “possessed a gob of rot that was unworthy.” He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the National Board of Censorship “must have been 
asleep at the time these particular pictures were passed.”

the Federal recognition of 10 new Headquarters and 53 new units, or their 
equivalent in strength; bringing the total strength of the National Guard 
to approximately 185,000. 

General Reckord spoke of the Army appropriation bill for 1927 now before 
Congress, and the necessity for providing proper care for officers and men 
injured while on duty. 

The General stated that property responsibility is driving from the 
National Guard many excellent officers each year, and that something should 
be done to save these officers as losses in property are bound to occur, not- 
withstanding the utmost care and supervision, and he advocated that proper 
action be taken concerning this. 

In speaking of the recent air controversy, General Reckord said he was 
opposed to any project which entails separation of all aviation from the Army 
and Navy and groups it in a separate Air Force, as all National Guard Air 
Squadrons are observation squadrons. General Reckord stated that he was 
opposed to any change whatever in the Air Services in the National Guard, 
and that he hopes soon to see it expanded to 18 observation squadrons or 
one for each Infantry division. He advocated that the convention definitely 
state its position as to this. 


Regarding the holding of the national matches, the General stated that the 
National Guard is more vitally interested in rifle shooting and in the national matches 
than any other set of men, and that it is incumbent upon the National Guard Asso- 
ciation to do all in its power to assist in restoring to the Budget, the money neces- 
sary fer the successful conduct of the national matches. 


Too Much Federal Control Says General Reckord 


In speaking of what the General termed “ever increasing Federal control of the 
Nationai Guard,” the General states that practically every day there are new regu 
lations, new opinions, and new decisions which restrict its activity. “It will omy 
be a question of time,” said the General, “and that not far off, when there will be 
nothing ieft for state authorities to decide, and all matters will be controlled by 
Federal regulations.’ In this connection General Record also said in part: 


“This tendency to assume Federal control of the National Guard in all questions 
as to organization, equipment and training, the appointment of officers and require- 
ments ot drili attendance, has assumed such proportions that it is well to take stock 
with a view of determining how tar it is to go. 1 myseift feel that the growth of 
Federal control is injurious to the best interest of the National Guard and any 
further encroachment on state authority should be stopped.’ 

Another matter, among those which General Reckord cailed to the attention of the 
convention, was that of General Order No. 6, which detines the duties of the Chiet 
of the Militia Bureau. Keierring to this order General Keckord said: 

“i believe Congress intended the Militia Bureau to administer National Guard 
matters and it is my opimion that our best interests will be served in that way. 
We should fight any eftort to take from the Miiitia bureau its just prerogatives. 
However, 1 do not agree with those who wouid make of the Militia Bureau anything 
other than a branch of the War WVepartment. ‘Lhe present system seems to me to 
be the correct one; we are a component of the Army of the United States and 1 
wish to see the National Guard continue in that statue,

minister the system and instead of giving thought to changing the system 1 am of 
the opinion we should go after the ollicer or otlicers who are causing the trouble.

The National Defense Act 


In speaking of interpretations and extensions of the National Defense Act, he 
asserteu thut tue Natouai Guard shouid at ali times be represented and their repre- 
sentation shoud have with them the weight of the entire National Guard, “41 do 
not teei that the National Vefense Act provides ituliy tor such representation by 
defining the composition of the General Stall cuvlmmuiltees that are charged with the 
preparation and reguiauions affecting the Nauional Guard, but 1 am not so conndent 
that this exceuent provision ot the Natsonal Veltense Act is always adhered to,” said 
General MKeckord. “i wou.d<advise the National Guard Association to keep ciose 
track of and account of the method by which this provision of the National Vetense 
Act 1s executed.” 

General Keckord stated that the most important consideration before the con- 
vention was the strengih of the Nationai Guard, which he urged shouid be detinitely 
determuned by the de:ensive needs of the country, and which in the last analysis 
is controued vy appropriations, 

He urged that the peopie of the United States study the Swiss system with a 
view to auapting it tv American conditions. He advocated ait the peace time 
strength of 2oU,UUU for the National Guard, to be reached as soon as possible and 
by gradual process, and that the association should use its power and infiuence to 
secure the necessury appropriations to make this growth possible. 


The Budget Is Criticized 


General Reckord pointed out that, notwithstanding the study by competent au 
thorities on preparedness and national deiense, we tnd today the Budget provides 
for a strengtp of less than 190,0UU in the National Guard. “What does the Budget 
bureau Kuuow about national detense’ asked Generai Keckord. “Nothing; it is 
not their business to derend the nation but tuo deiend the treasury. 


“We see today units incomplete, organizations not properly equipped, horse- 
drawn artillery, without proper provision made tor the purchase of suitabie animals, 
air units without modern equipment; this in the National Guard. And what of 
the other components and activiues; the same conditions exist—the Regular Army 
beiow strength, housing tacilities absoiuteiy disgraceiul; the Officers Keserve Corps 
without tunds with which to send one-tuird of their number to camp; the K.O.'T.C. 
activities being cut instead of being increased; the C.M.'T.C. almost eliminated. 

“Phe study of national deiense shoud ve approached diflerentiy; the needs of 
national deiense shouid first be detiniteiy determined and Congrss should then pro- 
vide the necessary tunds. 

“We bave just seen what can be done by a board which has the confidence of 
the peopie in the Morrow hoard report on Air Service. 

“at may be necessary ior the resident ot the United States to name a similar 
board OL representauuve men for the purpose of studying the question of national 
deiense and making recommendations and calling upon Congress to support such a 
report by the appropriation 6f suiiicient iunds to carry its provisions into effect. 

“As the Nationa: Guard is the jargest component of our Army, and a vital 
factor in the pians for the defense of this nation, it is my judgment we should 
request the President to name at least one National Guard othcer among those otlicers 
of the Army of the United States who will be sent to Europe as advisers to the 
members of the commission.’ 
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How Appropriations Cut Affects Navy 4 
Facing a cut of nearly $4,000,000 in the naval appropriation for thx 
year 1927 over the Budget figures which in turn had pared down the ;, 
estimates more than fifty million, the United States Navy is facing th 
pect of curtailing fleet operations and laying up ships unless Congr: 
creases the Committee on Appropriations’ figures. La 
Appropriations for the current year totaled $319,862,378, including ; ‘] 
$17,000,000 deficiency appropriation last March for the aircraft carri , ‘ 
for planes for them. The House subcommittee’s estimates submitted thi 
to Congress total $319,419,187, which is approximately $400,000 less th: 
funds for the present fiscal year. 
Most alarming of the cuts made by the committee, in the opinion of 
officers, is that reducing the enlisted personnel from the 86,000 men on 
all operations for next year have been predicated, to 82,000. By this 
expedient the committee forces a further reduction in the strength 
Navy already far below the treaty strength, according to well-informed 
in the department. . 
The committee report in fact recommends the placing in reserve ;

( ‘OL. B. F. CHEATHAM, THE COMING QUARTERMASTER GENERAL.— 

4 Forty-eight hours after Col. B. Frank Cheatham, Q.M.C., U.S.A., was 
appointed to succeed Maj: Gen. William H. Hart, deceased, as Quartermaster 
General of the United States Army, letters of congratulation and pledges of sup- 
port from every officer of high rank in the entire corps lay on his desk in the 
War Department. 
_ So enthusiastic were these messages and so apparent was their sincerity 
hat the War Department and Secretary Davis himself, instead of regarding 
hem as mere courtesies, have taken them to mean that that which it was 
hought it would take many months to accomplish has happened almost over- 
ight—that the old feud in the Quartermaster Corps has been ended. 

This remarkable reaction in the appointment of Colonel Cheatham warrants 
a personal study of the man. He is an all-round officer and a courtly gentle- 
man, one fitted to command men in any branch of the service. His life and 
service record portray his character and ability better than mere adjectives. 

He was born on a farm in the blue-grass section of Tennessee May 20, 1867, 
the son of Gen. Frank Cheatham, of Confederate Army fame. He showed 
military characteristics in his early boyhood. After he was graduated from 
Sewanee College, where he was an officer in the cadets, he was made captain 
of the Hermitage Guards, a famous organization of the Tennessee Militia. 

He entered the Spanish-American War as major in command of the 1st 
Tennessee Volunteer Infantry and took part in the first fighting around 
Manila. He commanded the leading troops in the taking of Iloilo, Panay. 
While stationed in Lloilo he designed and constructed with native labor the first 
floating bamboo bridge used by the American soldiers. A whole army passed 
over one of his bamboo bridges at Molo. 

When the Tennessee regiment was ordered home in June, 1899, Major Cheat- 
ham, at the request of General Otis, U.S.A., remained and organized a battalion 
recruited from the Tennesseans and the 18th Infantry. The battalion became 
a part of the 37th U.S. Volunteers. This regiment saw very active service 
on the Island of Lyons. Upon the death of its colonel, Major Cheatham was 
promoted to its command. 

Colonel Cheatham served in the office of the Quartermaster General from 
1908 to 1912. In charge of construction he designed and directed the con- 
struction of the Cuartel type of barrack at Schofield Barrack, Hawaii. He 
also had experience in every other branch of the corps. 

When the United States entered the World War, Colonel Cheatham went 
over as Chief Quartermaster of the Ist Division. Touched by the sight of 
orphan children suffering from lack of food and clothes in the winter of 1917 
he conceived the idea of giving all the war orphans in his area Christmas 
trees and parties. Following his lead the men of the Ist Division contributed 
35,000 francs, and every orphan in the area was given a set of warm clothes, 
candy, and toys. 

He later took command of the 104th Infantry, 26th Division, in operations 
against the enemy in the Meuse-Argonne offensive near Verdun. For his high 
courage, leadership, and tactical skill he later was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal. 

Colonel Cheatham, who will be major general as soon as confirmed, is just the 
kind of officer that Secretary Davis has expressed as his ideal—an officer who 
will give his all to the service quietly, and one whose personal opinions and 
ambitions are secondary. 

How he will run the Quartermaster Corps is indicated by his following 
statement to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL when asked about his intended 
policy: 

“There will be no radical change of policy. I will go about my administra- 
tion with neither fuss nor feathers.”

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\] EW ARMY CHART FOR CLOTHING DATA SETTLEMENT.—A chart for 
1% clothing data settlement that has attracted some attention in the 8th 
Corps Area, has been published by the headquarters of the 8th Engineer 
Battalion, U.S.A., recently with a view to recommending adoption for use 
throughout the Services.

RMY UNIFORM TROUSERS MAY BE WORN ON DUTY.—A change in 
the regulations affecting the wearing of the Army uniform, has been an- 

nounced by Secretary of War Davis. Hereafter officers and enlisted men may 
wear uniform trousers, instead of breeches, at all times when the uniform is 
worn, except when in formations, under arms, when mounted or when on duty 
for which breeches with leggins or boots are especially prescribed. 

The change will make it possible for officers and enlisted men to wear 
trousers when on duty at headquarters, and when attending classes at service 
schools. The inconvenience and discomfort of wearing either leggins or boots 
when engaged in desk work has repeatedly been brought to the attention of 
the War Department, and is the principal reason for the change. [t has also 
been pointed out that the change will effect a saving in the wear on expensive 
leather, which is quite an item. 
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A RMY CLASSIFICATION BOARD.—Some 15 officers of the Army have 
been placed in Class B by the classification board of which Maj. Gen.

Appropriations Committee, which shows a commendable purpose to act along 
the lines laid down by the Morrow Aircraft Board: 


“I would like to say that I have established the policy, with the Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, of requiring that all officers who are selected for 
the higher air commands of the fleet, before they are assigned, are to go to 
Pensacola, and take the course as observers, and graduate. We have recently 
sent officers to the fleet who have been to Pensacola and have qualified as 
observers. We do the same with regard to commands at the larger air sta- 
tions. For instance, we have in the service officers who have commanded 
airplane tenders or the carriers. Commanding officers who are not air officers, 
but who are experienced in command, may qualify as observers. To these 
ships (aircraft carriers), you must assign officers who know something of 
aviation, and who also have demonstrated, by their experience, capacity and 
fitness to take command of a $35,000,000 ship, 885 feet long, steaming 35 knots 
per hour, and handle her properly without wrecking her.” 


Rear Admiral Shoemaker and Rear Admiral Moffett, U.S.N., chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, are to be congratulated upon their cooperation and 
the way they are proceeding in order to meet the needs of the Service and to 
remove the grounds of complaint of the aviators. 


Pass This Bill, Congress! 


Congress has before it a bill for the adjustment of retired officers’ pay, 
which decency demands shall pass without delay. Realizing the effect of the 
depreciation of the dollar, Congress in 1922 granted considerable increases to 
officers of long and faithful service. For instance, a colonel, with 30 years’ 
service, received an increase of $1,000 per annum. Others were benefited in 
proportion to their length of service. 

Now, the basic law governing retired pay for Army and Navy officers is 
found in section 1274, R. S., which reads as follows: “Officers retired from active 
duty shall receive seventy-five percentum of the pay of the rank uvon which 
they are retired.” (Act of July 15, 1870.) It will be noted that it is not the pay 
only at the time of retirement upon which the 75 percent is based, but the 
pay of the rank held at the time of retirements, whatever that pay might be. 

Several times when the pay of the Army had been changed or increased the 
75 percent for officers on the retired list automatically accrued to them without 
any question as to the date of their retirement. A notable instance of this was 
the effect of the Pay Act of 1908. 

When the pay was again changed by the act of 1922 before referred to, 
provision was made in section 17 of said act for the equality of treatment of 
all retired officers, regardless of the date of their retirement, thus adhering 
to the law of 1870. 

This was fair and satisfactory to all, but in conference and just prior to 
the passage of the act, a limitation was inserted in section 1 of said act of 
June 10, 1922, depriving all officers on the retired list on June 30, 1922, of any 
benefits they might have received from the revised pay schedule. 

The discrimination against this most worthy class of officials, who have 
served and fought through four wars, simply because they were a few months 
older or had become disabled before July 1, 1922, is a shocking example of 
niggardly conduct. The Senate passed unanimously an adjustment bill at the 
last session. It should do so again, and the House should lose no time in 
following its example. Correct the wrong, Congress! 

During the last session of the Sixty-eighth Congress a bill to adjust this 
matter by Senator Wadsworth, of New York, passed the Senate without a dis- 
senting vote. A similar bill was favorably reported by the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the House, but was never called up for a vote. 

m a canvass made among the members of the House during the last Con- 
gress, the bill would have passed that body if a vote could have been taken. 

We believe the present Congress will act favorably on this matter.

This year it is no longer 
seen. 

The length of the skirt and the eut of the sleeves are decided gradually during 
the season: so gradually that the next senson annrosches before the change is com- 
plete. This would apply to the shape of the skirt (flare or straight) as well. The 
color, however, may he decided unon in advance. This year we have, reason to 
helieve that the prevailing tones will be “cendres de rose.” or ashes of roses, different 
from the “bois de rose” of last year: old gold and absinthe green. 

The big cloth merchants are already showing the new output of their looms.

He has also a new preparation for printing designs in the weave, 
ealled “Cheniaue’: and is showing machine-made FEinglish embroidery as a dress 
decoration. tut his pastel shades of kashatoile will prove the most popular, for 
they can he adanted to the most fascinating combinations, and should be a source 
of inspiration to designers. 

Ducharne is showing a new assortment of foulards and printed crepe de chines 
that are quite charming. There is one design of green rings, short black lines on 
a beige background. and another of small red roses. brilliant in hue, with bright 
green stems, on a shaded beige background. I am willing to wager that every house 
of importance will have models in these two designs.

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IN THE RADIO FIELD 


A RADIO link for telephone communication was recently established between 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and the Cavalry School at Ft. Riley through the 
efforts of the Signal Corps personnel at the former post under command of 
Capt. C. H. Burkhead, U.S.A., signal officer. 


_ Its initial demonstration on Jan. 8 was successful, Brig. Gen. Edward L. 
King, U.S.A., commandant of the General Service Schools, speaking over the 
telephone by air to Brig. Gen. E. E. Booth, commandant of the Cavalry School. 

The communication transmission is established through the connection of 
the regular telephone exchange at Ft. Leavenworth with the radio transmitter 
at the station by means of a series of coils and amplifiers invented by Captain 
Burkhead. The calls are sent to Ft. Riley on a 900-meter wave length and 
replied to on a 1,200-meter wave length. 

The use of a radio link to connect Army stations is considered valuable 
for emergency use should storms or other causes wreck the telephone lines. 
The radio link to bridge gaps for telephone purposes was first put in use by 
the A. T. & T. Co. in maintaining communications with Catalina Island off the 
coast of California. 














A second experiment in international broadcasting is scheduled from Jan. 24 
to Jan. 30, according to a recent announcement of the International Radio Week 
Committee. 

Special programs will be broadcast from Jan. 24 to Jan. 29 from North and 
South America and Cuba between 9 and 10 p. m., central standard time, while 
from 10 p. m. to 11 p. m. the stations on the American continents and Cuba 
will maintain silence to permit reception from stations in England and the 
continent of Europe. The stations will carry out their regular broadcasting 
schedules after 11 p. m. 

The stations in the United States will be divided into four zones, and each 
zone will be allowed 15 minutes for broadcasting on Jan. 29. The eastern 
time stations will have from 10 to 10.15 p. m.; central time to 10.30 p. m.; 
mountain to 10.45 p. m.; and Pacific coast to 11 p. m. 

Another plan will be followed on Jan. 30, when the Canadian stations will 
broadcast from 10 p. m. to 10.15 p. m.; northern United States to 10.30 p. m.; 
southern United States to 10.45 p. m.; and Mexico and Cuba to 11 p. m. 


Criticism of the Naval Radio Service by Prof. J. H. Morecroft, past presi- 
dent, Institute of Radio Engineers, in a recent article headed, “What is the 
Matter with the Naval Radio Service?” is answered in the Communications 
Division Bulletin of the Office of Chief of Naval Operations. 

Professor Morecroft in his article blames the Naval Radio Service for the 
wrecking of Navy destroyers on the California coast, the Shenandoah disaster, 
and failure to locate the PN-9 No. 1. He also finds fault with the handling 
of SOS messages by Navy radio stations in the vicinity of New York. 

In reply the Bulletin points out that the destroyer disaster, according to 
the findings of the Court of Inquiry, was not due to the radio but to improper 
navigational use of information derived; that the radio of the Shenandoah kept 
that ship in touch with the Navy Department up to within one hour of her 
loss, at which time she voluntarily shifted to work other stations after receiv- 
ing the latest weather report issued, and that the equipment of the PN-9 No. 1 
was “dictated by many considerations besides radio.” In the case of the PN-9 
No. 1 the Bulletin asserts that adequate radio information was furnished. 


The adverse comment on the handling of distress messages in the vicinity 
of New York by Navy radio personnel brings to light the fact that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce radio supervisor at New York and commercial radio com- 
panies volunteered favorable comment on the efficiency with which the work 
was handled just prior to appearance of Professor Morecroft’s article. 


The Navy shore stations, maintaining silence between 7 and 11 p. m. to avoid 
interference with broadcasting reception, have not been authorized to ignore 
any calls from ships, since such calls might indicate an emergency. 


The suggestion submitted in the Navy Department for forming a Junior 
Naval Communication League to include those amateur operators who are not 
within the age eligibility requirements of commissioning or enlisting in the 
Naval Reserve is meeting with considerable approval in the various districts 
where Naval Reserve communication units are located. No action will be taken 
on this suggestion until the Secretary of the Navy has passed upon it. 


Two radio engineers, Mr. W. B. Burgess, of the Naval Research Laboratory, 
and Mr. G. W. Kelley, of the Norfolk Navy Yard, will be detailed to investigate 
the radio compass installations in the fleet, which are in an unsatisfactory 
condition, if the request of the Bureau of Engineering, Navy Department, is 
approved. 


An interesting example of practical work to conserve Government funds 
is the handling of all Government messages in the vicinity of station WVC, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. This station is operated by the Signal Corps of the 
Army and handles Department of Justice and Federal prison messages as 
well as Army radio traffic. It is estimated that this service saves the United 
States about $6,000 to $8,000 a month. 


The Judge Advocate General, U.S.N., will seek a patent on a multiple 
crystal holder, invented by A. Crosley and C. F. Rudolph, of the Naval Research 
Laboratory. 





Mr. J. G. Biddle, of Philadelphia, has sent a recommendation to the Bureau 
of Engineering, Navy Department, in reference to the Evershed and Vignoles 
type of hand-driven radio generator used by the British Air Forces. It is 
expected that the Bureau will make a test of these machines in the near future. 





MILITARY DRILLS BARRED IN 
CLEVELAND SCHOOLS 


Despite the most vigorous protests from 
patriotic citizens of Cleveland, Ohio, the 
Board of Education of that city on Jan. 
12 voted to discontinue military training 
in high schools at the end of the school 
year in June next. The vote was six to 
one. The resolution was originally intro- 
duced by Mr. Alfred A. Benesch of the 
Board, and the general reason given for 
its drastic action was that there is no 
particular use in the instruction and that 
it was breeding militarism. Mrs. Mary 
C. Sanford, a member of the Board, stated 
that it wasn’t necessary to march boys 
around with guns to teach them patriot- 
ism. 

The impression among patriotic people 
is that the Board may possibly have been 
studying a recent pamphlet entitled, 
“Military Training in Schools and Colleges 
of the United States, The Facts and Inter- 
pretations by Winthrop D. Lane.” This 
pamphlet is being circulated by an organ- 
ization calling itself “The Committee on 
Military Training,” with Headquarters at 
the Bible House, New York City. This 
pamphlet, by those who have read it, is 
considered a very pernicious one, and the 
socalled interpretation of facts obtained 
from the War Department is intended to 
frighten mothers, and stir pacifists to ac- 
tion and destroy the National Defense Act, 
if possible. : 

*ropaganda against military training is 
not only being circulated among schools 
and colleges but among the general public 
and is also extending to Congress. The 
advocates of a reasonable National Defense 
believe that the propaganda in question has 
got a firm hold in Cleveland and possibly 
other places and that it rests with the 
patriotic citizens of that city and others 
to make a successful counterattack. 

Among those who appeared before the 
Committee and spoke against its intended 
drastic action in doing away with military 
drill, was Col. Elliott H. Whitlock, Chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, who told mem- 
bers of the Board that the Directors of 
the Chamber favor military training as 
being of great advantage to boys. A num- 
ber of other citizens spoke in defense of 
military training and these included vet- 
erans of the World War and veterans of 
the Spanish War. There were a number 
of persons who spoke against the training. 

One of the strongest supporters for the 
retention of military training in schools 
was Mr. Newton D. Baker, former Sec- 
retary of War, who stated to the Board 
in part: 

The United States must have a_ military 
policy of some kind; it must have a defensive 
policy. And from the time of George Wash- 
ington until now the nation has insisted upon 
civilian training as the basis of its defense 
resources. 

We could either have a very much larger 
professional standing Army or civilian train- 
Ing. 

* I see it, the Government of the United 
States—which is us—has invited the high school 
boys of Cleveland to participate in civilian train- 
ing, offered as an alternative to a large stand- 
ing army. 

I do not think you have the moral right to 
deny any boy the opportunity to accept this 
invitation. I think the board cannot reject 
that invitation without refusing its cooperation 
to the central government. 

If you should call before you the men who 
have taken military training in the schools, I 
am confident you would not find one of them 
who has got the spirit of militarism out of it. 

I feel the policy of the country is involved 
in the decision you are making now. 

U. S. Army Never Aggressor 

I have made the statement before meetings 
of historians, and it has not been challenged, 
and I repeat it here, that no war the United 
States has ever been engaged in, and no threat 
of war, was ever caused or contributed to by 
any impulse that came from American soldiers. 

I feel the patriotic thing for your board to 
do is to postpone action on this resolution. 
Wait until you have had an opportunity to 
look into the matter more thoroughly. Appoint 
a committee of historians from Western Re- 
serve University to determine whether military 
training has had the effect of promoting mili- 
tarism. Appoint a committee of citizens or of 
ministers to find out if there has been any 
spread of militarism among those who have 
taken it here. 
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MEMORIAL ARMORY, D. C. 





At the request of Maj. Gen. Anton 
Stephan, commandant of the District of 
Columbia National Guard, Senator Capper 
has introduced a bill in Congress providing 
for the erection of a memorial armory 
at a cost not to exceed $2,000,000. It is a 


worthy bill and ought to pass. 

In addition to giving the local guard 
an adequate place to drill, which they have 
not at present, the memorial armory would 
house patriotic organizations, such as the 
American Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Disabled War Veterans, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the 
Spanish War Veterans’ Association.

jIELD TRAINING IN THE NATIONAL GUARD FOR RESERVE 

OFFICERS.—Extensive efforts will be made by the War Department during 
1926 to encourage Reserve Officers throughout the country to participate in 
the 15-day field training period with units of the National Guard. It is pointed 
out in the War Department, however, that this movement to attach themselves 
with National Guard organizations must initiate with the Reserve Officers who 
may desire this training. 

The procedure to be followed by the reservists who desire this training 
must be by individual application through the commander of the National 
Guard organization to which attachment is desired and The Adjutant General 
of the state to the Corps Area commander concerned, who, subject to their 
approval, may authorize such attachment. When the initiative in attaching 
Reserve Officers to National Guard organizations for either armory or field 
training is taken by the Corps Area commander, after having previously 
secured the concurrence of the Reserve personnel concerned, their names will 
be submitted to the state adjutants general concerned for approval, and for 
the designation of the particular organization with which such training is to 
be accomplished. 

Reserve Officers so attached, it is pointed out in the War Department, will 
take an active part in the armory training as may be mutually agreed upon, 
and in the event of the avilability of sufficient funds for training of the Organ- 
ized Reserves they will participate in the 15-day field training of the organi- 
zation. 

The War Department, in order that the greatest benefit can be derived from 
this attached training system, has placed a limitation upon the number of 
Reserve Officers who can be attached to a National Guard unit, which is as 
follows: “For the present in no case should the number of Reserve Officers 
attached exceed the actual officer strength of the National Guard organization. 
Not to exceed one captain should be attached to a company or similar units. 
Subaltern officers may be grouped; that is, a National Guard unit whose officer 
strength includes one captain, one first lieutenant, and one second lieutenant 
might have attached to it one captain and two subalterns or three subalterns. 
In the field grades the number of National Guard officers, grade for grade, 
should not be exceeded.” 

As a matter of courtesy extended by National Guard authorities, encourage- 
ment in cooperation and training among elements of the Army of the United 
States should be developed through practice of the functions of command with 
state troops by Reserve Officers not holding commissions in such state organi- 
zations. With a proper understanding of the situation, and with precedent for 
such command practice as has been heretofore established by National Guard 
and Reserve Officers with respect to organizations of the Regular Establish- 
ment, no difficulties should arise. 

In so far as it may be practicable and feasible, Reserve Officers participating 
in this attached training with National Guard organizations will be given the 
same opportunities for training as are presented to National Guard officers of 
like grade. The reservists taking this training will be subject to the rules and 
discipline of the National Guard organization to which they are attached. 

In proportion to the approximately 96,000 Reserve Officers there have been 
only a few who have taken advantage of this 15-day training opportunity with 
the National Guard forces. And most of the Reserve Officers who have par- 
ticipated in this training with the National Guard come from the New England 
states. This attached training system is very popular, especially through Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, War Department reports show. For some unac- 
countable reason the reservists west of the Alleghenies have taken but little 
interest in this opportunity for training with the state troops, but from the 
letters which have been received by the department on this subject, this lack 
of initiative is attributed to the fact that the reserve personnel in the West 
are not fully conversant with all the particulars pertaining to this attached 
training. The hope has been expressed in the department that the number 
of Reserve Officers availing themselves of this training opportunity in_ 1926 
will far surpass all previous Reserve attendance records of National Guard 
armory or field training periods. 


‘UMMER CRUISE FOR THE NAVAL RESERVE.—The Navy Department 
S will put into effect its new system for cruising the Naval Reserve during 
the coming summer as prescribed in the Naval Reserve Regulations, effective 
July 1, 1925. ; ; 

The various units of the Naval Reserve are now being organized into crews 
for our naval vessels now out of commission, principally destroyers. To these 
Reserve crews there will be added at mobilization small nuclei of Regular Navy 
officers and men to make up the complete complement of the vessels. 

Each Reserve officer is being trained to perform certain specific duties on 
a definitely named vessel, in most cases a destroyer. Each man is being trained 
for the duties of a rating required to complete the complement of the vessel. 

There will be three cruises during the months of July and August, as follows: 

First cruise, July 1-15; second cruise, July 22-August 6; third cruise, August 
13-28. 
The vessels used for the cruises in the Atlantic will be the two destroyer 
squadrons of the Scouting Fleet, the two light minelayers of the Control Force, 
and the two Reserve destroyers, Fox and Allen. In the Pacific three destroyers 
will be detailed from the Battle Fleet, and one light minelayer and two ocean 
tugs by the Fleet Base Force. The Reserve destroyer, Hazlewood, will also 
be used. 

The destroyers of the Scouting Fleet will be required to send about 4 
officers and 45 men ashore during the cruising period to make room for the 
reservists. These men will be given special courses of training ashore in 
order to utilize their services to the best advantage when they return to their

_ = the Reserve crews are on board their ships and assigned their duties 
in the ship’s company the vessels will proceed to a rendezvous, where they 
will arrive on the second day of the cruise, and tactical exercises and prepara- 
tions for target practice will commence. Ships will be under way for about 
eight hours during the day, generally anchoring at night. é 

During the week-ends the ships will go into port for liberty. Near the end 
of the cruise target practice will be fired by certain designated vessels, the 
various duties being performed by the reservists themselves. 





NATIONAL GUARD 


JISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD MAKING RADIO TESTS FOR MILI- 
TARY PURPOSES.—The Wisconsin National Guard is to test the practi- 
cability of the radio for military purposes. The first trial was recently made 
when the University of Wisconsin Regimental Band of 90 pieces broadcasted 
from Station WHA, University of Wisconsin, music for guard mount. Army 
officers on duty at the university gave the commands. The sending part of 
the program was arranged by Lt. Col. J. F. Barnes, D.O.L., U.S.A., commandant 
at the university, who is cooperating with Guard officials for this event. 

Every armory in the state was equipped with a radio for that night, several 
radio companies having offered to install them for this test free of charge. 

The plan originated with Lt. Col. T. B. Beveridge, U.S.A., inspector 22d 
Cavalry Division, who acted as camp inspector at Camp Douglas last summer. 
The Adjutant General of Wisconsin gave authority to carry out the plan, and 
Colonel Beveridge met with hearty cooperation from Army officials on duty 
at the University of Wisconsin, the university broadcasting officials, and radio 
companies. 

If, after a study of the results, the initial test proves satisfactory, it is 
expected that the Wisconsin National Guard will use the radio for other pur- 
poses, including lectures for the entire Guard. If the desires of those having 
the -natter in charge are realized, an effort will be made to have each armory 
permanently equipped with a radio.

Guard training, which gives a resume of information and suggestions which 
have been digested at the Militia Bureau from armory and field training inspec- 
tions of 1925, from the reports of officers who visited field training camps 
during the past summer months, and reports and recommendations in various 
forms from state adjutants general, was this week promulgated by the Militia 
Bureau. These are discussed in their relation to the policies, suggestions, and 
instructions of the Militia Bureau. There is also incorporated in part of the 
discussion approved recommendations of the committee on training at the con- 
ference of state adjutants general which met in Washington last year. 

The primary objects in publishing this pamphlet are (a) comments on 
especially favorable and unfavorable aspects of training of the past year, (b) 
presenting a discussion of National Guard training, its possibilities, and its 
desirable limitations, (c) presenting solutions of training problems that have 
arisen during the year, and (d) to interpret the Militia Bureau training direc- 
tive of Apr. 15, 1925, in some few particulars where experience demonstrated 
it was not understood.

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RESIGNATION OF OFFICERS 


The Bureau of Navigation is in receipt 
of an unusual number of tenders of resig- 
nation from officers on sea duty made 
shortly before the departure of the fleet 
for its winter cruise.

The bu- 
reau will use every endeavor to assign an 
early relief in these cases, but it is easily 
possible that a. period of two or three 
months may elapse from the time suc ha 
resignation is received in the bureau until 
final action is taken. 
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SAMOAN HURRICANE 


Latest reports received from Capt. H. F. 
Bryan, U.S.N., Ret., naval governor of 
Samoa, on the conditions in the islands 
following the hurricane that struck them 
on Jan. 1, show that the first estimates of 
damage to creps and property were con- 
siderably exaggerated. The U. S. mine- 
sweeper Tanager was dispatched immedi- 
ately following the storm to make an in- 
_vestigation of conditions on all the islands 
and reports from her commanding officer 
cover the situation fully. While consider- 
‘able loss was reported in damage to Gov- 
ernment property and other buildings the 
greatest damage was done to the food 
crops. In most instances, however, the 
native chiefs reported a considerable sup- 
ply of food staff available and specific 
recommendations as to the amount of food 
and medical supplies needed were made by 
the governor.

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CHANGES IN NAVY UNIFORM 

No further important changes in uni- 
form for officers or men of the Navy are 
contemplated at present, as the Bureau of 
Navigation considers the steps taken have 
cleared up the points at issue, and have 
carried out the opinions of the General 
Board and the Commander-in-chief that 
no radical changes are necessary or desir- 
able. 

To clear up the question of the issue of 
suitable _ regulation clothing to enlisted 
men, unsuitable clothing on issue left over 
from the war stocks has been called in 
and turned over to the Navy supply depot, 
and a sufficient stock of new regulation 
clothing afloat has been manufactured at 
the depot and issued. 

The values of unsuitable clothing have 
been reduced to their market value. It 
will all be placed in reserve stock, sold 
or in case of some blue garments, reworked 
into undress and if suitable issued to the 
Navy. All the recalled clothing will be 
available at reduced prices for purchase 
by the reserve. 

The new dress uniform for the enlisted 
men is characterized as “of excellent ma- 
terial and workmanship and as reflecting 
credit on the Bureau of Supplies and Ae- 
counts and on the naval clothing factory.” 

Other changes outlined in the committee 
hearings were a new raincoat which has 
been placed aboard ship and at training 
stations which if found satisfactory in 
service will be issued as a garment for 
optional purchase ; a working uniform that 
has been adopted for naval aviators of 
khaki for summer wear and forestry green

NEEDS OF THE U. 8S. FLEET 
In order to have all possible informa- 
tion ready for the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tees of the House and Senate, the General 


Board of the Navy is just concluding a 
comprehensive study of the needs of the 
Navy. All available data on the ships 


under construction by other naval powers 
and future programs as to types and num- 
bers of ships contemplated, as well as 
extensive and confidential reports from the 
fleet regarding the condition and perform- 
ances of our own ships has been gone over 
and the board has ready specific recom- 
mendations for a new construction and re- 
placement program. 

While all of the board’s findings are held 
strictly confidential it is known that there 
has been no deviation from the ee 
policy of a “Navy Second to None, 
carrying out of the Arms Limitation tee. 
ference policy of a 5-5-3 ratio and that 
it strongly favors a further increase in our 
cruiser and submarine strength as well as 
certain other auxiliary ships. 

It is understcod that the board recom- 
mends that appropriations be made to lay 
down four additional 10,000-ton cruisers, 
the two river gunboats authorized but not 
appropriated for and for the three fleet 
submarines also authorized. It is known 
that the board, like other officer students 
of the Navy’s problems, is worried over the 
replacement program which looms in the 
not distant future, and may include a re- 
quest for money to start on plans for the 
first two battleships for replacement in 
1932. In this connection much considera- 
tion has been given the fact that repairs 
constitute a constantly growing item as 
the ships grow older, the growing cost of 
which has not been offset by the increasing 
amount of repair work done by the fleet 
itself 

That this development constitutes in it- 
self a menace is evidenced by letters and 
comments from engineering officers aboard 
the ships who point out that in some 
eases this increase of repair work, formerly 
done at the yards, is making it difficult 
for them to give the time and care neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the 
auxiliary engines and the proper upkeep 
of the ships. 
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HYDROGRAPHIC SURVEY WORK 


In no place more than on an island are 
people dependent upon the vicissitudes, 
the whims or varying fancies of the sea, 
and yet few people either in or outside 
the Service realize the importance of the 





hydrographic survey work which is ear- 
ried on by the United States through 
naval personnel in Hawaii. The hydro- 


graphic information office in the Federal 
building in Honolulu, performs a multi- 
tude of duties which are vitally necessary 
to practically every form of industry, and 
it is through the accuracy of the charts 
put out by this office and the data con- 
tained thereon that shipping can be safely 
carried on. From this office there flows 
each day a mass of warnings, warnings to 


mariners, to aviators, to fishermen, daily 
memorandums, pilot charts, light lists, 
ete 

For the past year Lt. Comdr. Ralph 
Risley, U.S.N., has ably carried on this 
work assisted by a staff of chief petty 


officers. At the present time it is hoped 
to establish this Honolulu office as a regu- 
lar branch of the Hydrographic Service, 
with a naval officer still in charge but the 
ersonnel to be obtained from civie serv- 
ice lists, with funds for its maintenance 
being appropriated. 
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SINKING OF S-51 


The report of the Navy Court of In- 
quiry, of D the late Capt. O. P. Jack- 
son, U.S.N., was president, to examine into 
the ae on Sept. 25, 1925, of the 
submarine S-51 off Block Island by the 
steamship City of Rome of the Savannah 
Line was turned over to the Department 
of Justice by Secretary Wilbur Jan. 9 for 
legal action. 

The court found that the submarine was 
rammed and sunk by the ship, with the 
loss of 33 officers and men, on a clear, 
moonlight night under cire umstances which 
required the steamer to “keep out of the 
way.” It is understood that either crimi- 
nal or civil actions, or both, are contem- 
plated against the Ocean Steamship Co. of 
Savannah, owner of the City of Rome, and 
her ofticers.

The report among other things showed 
on Jan. 1 of this year the benefit has been

On January first the membership was 
4553 with one assessment from each mem 
ber amounting to $10,631.99. During the 
year 1925, 1139 new members were en- 
rolled which is but 172 less than the total 
number on January 1, 1920. 

The age limit at which officers could 
enter was changed on July 1, 1925 from 
45 to 40 years and by a recent vote of the 
Association is reduced on July 1, 1926 to 
35 years. 

The average age of all members has been 
decreased from 46.07 in 1920 to 36.6.

1926. The assets in January, 1920 were 
$91,940.06 and on Jan. 1, 1926, $405, 
516.08, $336,000 of which is in Govern- 
ment and other bonds bearing an excellent 
rate of interest with absolute safety com- 
bined. 

Claims for arrears of pay, six months 
gratuity, war risk insurance and pension, 
etc., have been promptly obtained for the 
beneficiaries of all deceased members. 


The report gives a clear and concise state 


ment of all laws covering pensions for 
oflicers and enlisted men of the Navy and 
recommends that members have on file in 
their jackets in the Navy Mutual Aid 
Office all necessary papers to accompany 
application for claims to be made in the 
event of their death.

[AVY AVIATOR FOR NAVY DEPARTMENT.—Departmental considera- 
1 is being given to the assignment of a naval aviator to the Bureau of 
Navigation, to Operations and to the General Board. This is one of the 
administrative steps to be taken in putting the Morrow Board recommendations 
into effect and an effort to find available officers is being made. 

Shortage of officers of command rank who are practical aviators is assigned 
as the reason for action being delayed. Most of the flying officers of suffi- 
cient rank and experience for the new duties are in “key” positions in aviation, 
and the Bureau of Aeronautics is unwilling to part with its best men. 

There is considerable discussion as to aviation representation on the Gen- 
eral Board as the usual requirements for board members include wide experi- 
ence and broad knowledge. Rear Admiral Moffett is most frequently men- 
tioned on the theory that the head of the bureau is the logical man to repre- 
sent aviation on the board.

COAST GUARD NOTES 


HE Modoc on Jan. 5 returned to Wilmington, N. C., from a cruise during 
which she touched at Havana, Cuba, Miami, and Savannah. Assistant 
Secretary Andrews was aboard part of the trip. 

The Apache on Dec. 31 was engaged in opening a channel through the ice 
to Crisfield, Md., to permit shipping to enter and depart from the port. After 
completing this task the tug, Mary Clare, together with the schooner Viscila, 
both disabled off Smith Point, were taken in tow to Baltimore. 

Old Chicago Station, Ill., Botsn. (L.) J. O. Anderson, officer in charge, on 
Dec. 19 rescued three boys from an ice floe which was being carried seaward 
with an offshore breeze. 

Recently experiments have been conducted under the supervision of the 
Coast Guard at the DeLaval Separator Co. Works at Poughkeepsie to deter- 
mine the efficacy of the apparatus at present in use for reclaiming crankcase 
oil. The tests have proven sufficiently successful to warrant the installation 
of such machinery by the Coast Guard, with its large number of gasoline- 
engine propelled craft, and arrangements are now being made to establish it 
upon the Cape May, N. J., Reservation, Lt. Comdr. (E.) N. B. Hall being in 
immediate supervision of the assembly and erection. When completed, this 
plant will receive used crankcase oil from Service units for reclamation and 
redistribution, and gives promise of effecting a large economy. ; , 

Machinist Miller has been ordered to this plant to have immediate charge 
of its operation, and three petty officers have been assigned. In addition to oil 
reclamation, the plant is to be one for the general reconditioning of machinery 
parts of patrol and picket boats for re-issue. 


The Yamacraw, Comdr. P. W. Lauriat commanding,, while in search of 
the abandoned schooner Wilbert S. Bartlett, received a radiogram to the effect 
that the schooner Frederick J. Lovatt, of Mathiasport, was in distress, badly 
burned forward and leaking badly. The Yamacraw proceeded at full speed 
toward the position reported by the schooner. It was found that the vessel 
was leaking badly, and that while trying to start the gasoline pump the 
engine backfired and blew up, setting fire to the forecastle, burning it com- 
pletely. The master of the Lovatt was severely burned about the face. The 
Yamacraw’s doctor, pharmacist’s mate, and two seamen were left ai 
the schooner to render medical aid and to assist the crew while the schooner 
was being towed 42 miles to Charleston, S. C.

MATEURS IN ARMY ATHLETICS.—Maj. T. J. Johnson, G.S., U.S.A., in 
‘ his report of Army athletics for the past year to the National Amateur 
Athletic Federation, indicates the reason for the recent adoption of the athletic 
policy set forth in General Order 95 to protect amateurs in service sports. The 
text of this order appeared in this paper last week. 

He states, in concluding his report, “Summer Training Camps bring the 
Army into close contact with the youth of this country. In the C.M.T. Camps 
last summer 33,681 boys were trained, while 7,678 members of the R.O.T.C. 
attended camps. Athletics are an important feature of these camps, every 
members participates in some form of athletics or part of the training, while 
sports and athletic competitions fill recreation hours.” 

“The outlook for athletics in the Army for 1926 is particularly bright.” 

In the opinion of Army athletic circles the promulgation of General Order 95 
will add even greater impetus to sports at these camps, since, under the articles 
of the order, college and scholastic athletes who attend will not be in any 
danger of losing their amateur status.

AVY GRID SCHEDULE FOR 

1926.—The Haskell Indians are ex- 
pected to start the 1926 football season 
with the Naval Academy, playing at 
Annapolis Oct. 2, if the negotiations 
are completed. This will add an item 
of interest to the hardest and most 
colorful schedule a Naval Academy 
football team has ever had. Its next 
opponents, in order, are: Drake, Oct. 9; 
Princeton, Oct. 16; Colgate, Oct. 23; 
Michigan, Oct. 30; West Virginia Wes- 
leyan, Nov. 6; Georgetown, Nov. 13; 
Washington College, of Chestertown, 
Md., Nov. 20; and the Military Acad- 
emy. 
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TI.HE Naval Appropriations Bill, reported to the House of Representatives 
by Mr. French on Jan. 13, provides for a total of $317,274,787 for direct 
appropriations compared to $320,955,030 estimated by the Bureau of the 
Budget as necessary for the maintenance of the Navy during the fiscal year 
1927. The cut of $3,722,253 practically reduces the Navy to a sub-limitation 
of armament basis by forcing a number of ships out of commission and reduc- 
i the personnel automatically. 
. the estimated appropriations the naval service was allotted $316,714,960 
which the House Committee on Appropriations slashed to $312,992,717. The 
Navy Department itself was allowed an increase of $42,000, the Budget figures 
being $4,240,070 and the total proposed in the bill being $4,282,070. 

The indirect and reappropriation figures did not change, $5,000,000 being 
allotted for indirect appropriations and $75,000 being reappropriated. The 
Committee on Appropriations did, however, increase the amount for contract 
authorizations of the naval service from $4,100,000 estimated in the Budget 
to $9,082,000. This is an increase of $4,982,000 and accounts for the fact that 
the grand total proposed by the bill is $331,431,787 as compared to the Budget 
estimates of $330,130,030 an increase of $1,301,757. 

The amounts recommended in the bill for the various Navy activities are: 
Transportation and recruiting $4,594,000; Engineering, $18,730,000; Construc- 
tion and Repair of vessels, $16,780,000; Pay of Navy, $119,613,500; Provisions 
Navy, $19,114,000; Fuel and Transportation, $13,000,000; Maintenance Yards 
and Docks, $7,000,000 and Aviation, $18,483.000. 

The bill submitted, decreases the Budget estimates as follows: Transpor- 
tation and recruiting, $106,000; Engineering, $770,000; Construction and Repair 
of vessels, $320,000; Pay of Navy, $386,500; Provisions, $186,000; Fuel and 
transportation, $1,750,000, and Aviation, $417,000. It increases the Budget 
estimates for Yards and Docks maintenance $250,000. Aviation, with a con- 
tract authorization of $4,100,000 and reappropriation of $75,000 does not suffer 
so seriously though the reduction indicated since these amounts are in addi- 
tion to $18,483,000 carried in the bill. 


In regard to the engineering, construction and repair of vessels, and fuel and 
transportations, a report accompanying the bill states: “With respect to the remain- 
ing items, showing a decrease of $2,840,000, $1,782,000 represents economies the com- 
mittee feels that the department shouid be required to effect through having a 
smaller number of vessels in actual commission.” 

he committee justifies its stand by pointing Out Great Britain’s present naval 
policy and intimating that the United States should imitate it. The remainder of 
the decrease is based on fuel saving, concerning which the committee remarks: “Of 
this reduction $692,000 represents the value of the reduced amount of fuel that would 
be consumed under the plan proposed by the committee of having fewer vessels in 
commission. The remainder is one for the department to work out and accomplish. 
It can be done, in the committee's judgment, without materially interfering with the 
department's steaming plans. * * *” ‘The committee suggests that the ships 
coming from the Pacific be bunkered to capacity and kept supplied by Navy tankers 
as far as practicable until their return as one means of saving. This suggestion is 
based on a difference in average price of about 58 cents a barrel for coal oil on 
the West and East Coasts. 

Concerning personnel, the committee does not agree with the Navy, or Budget 
recommendations for officers or enlisted men proposing to keep the Naval Academy 
operating at a minimum and the enlisted strength at 82,000, 

On the subject of officers the committee states: “The Naval Academy is the sole 
source of suppiy of line officers, The smaller number of graduates growing out of 
the reduction in the number of appointments from 5 to 3 will not be felt until the 
class graduating in June, 1928. Despite the fact that there will be two more large 
graduating classes, the Bureau of Navigation maintains that there will be an officer 
shortage and that the number of Naval Academy appointments should be raised to 
four, in any event. Admitting that aviation is responsible for a heavy demand, 
actual and prospective, on line officer personnel, and assuming that the policy is con- 
tinued of employing officers as aviation pilots, unless the authorized officer strength 
be increased, the committee submits that the department has it within its control 
to realize and maintain the full authorized number of line officers without increasing 
the number of Naval Academy appointments, provided that the department will shut 
down on resignations for the next two years and put all graduates, except those re- 
quired for the Construction Corps, into the line. it is a matter that the department 
can take care of itself and the committee has pursued a hands-off policy. Moreover, 
the action the committee is proposing of reducing the number of vessels in active 
commission would release a number of officers for other detail. 

The enlisted personnel problem is commented on as follows: “It is the committee's 
judgment that during the fiscal year 1927 an average force of 82,000 enlisted men 
cy ay will meet all requirements consistent with the bill as it has been shaped 
by the committee. The Budget estimates provide for an average of 83,000 men. he 
appropriations ‘Transportation and recruiting,’ ‘Pay of the Navy,’ and ‘Provisions, 
Navy, have been reduced a total of $792,000 by reason of the proposed allowance 
of a 1,000 fewer men. 

“There is a probability that unless additional funds be provided for the current 
fiscal year the enlisted force may go below 80,000 men before the Ist of next July. 
To avoid this, in conformity with the recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, the committee is proposing that $500,000 of the 1927 appropriation for 
‘Pay of the Navy’ shall become available immediately.” 

Discussing other important increases and decreases the committee states: 


NAVAL RESERVE 


“The appropriation proposed by the Budget allows for an expansion of 281 officers 
and 2,121 men over the present strength. If the old reserve be any criterion that 
would seem to be a rather ambitious program. The committee, however, is recom- 
mending the Budget é¢stimate for personnel. * * * ‘There are not enough vessels 
to go around and discrimination would continue whether any or all should be taken 
out. The committee, however, feels that since the Naval Reserve has just begun, 
it might be said, to ‘get somewhere, it hardly would be the right thing to interfere 
with the plans of the department, at least to the extent that would be necessary 
under the Budget proposal. The committee therefore has raised the Budget esti- 
mate by $190,000 for the exclusive purpose of continuing the assignment of a greater 
number of vessels to reserve units. 

“The Fleet Reserve-——The appropriation proposed by the Budget and recom- 
mended by the committee for the Naval Reserve carries no money for the pay of 
transferred members of the Fleet Reserve, composed of men who have had 16 or more 
years of naval service. At the time of the hearings there was a total of 6,534 trans- 
ferred reservists, who are paid from ‘Pay of the Navy.’ There is included in the 
proposed appropriation on account of such reservists $6,807,660, which is $113,500 more 
than recommended in the Budget, being necessary to provide full compensation for 
the transferred fleet reservists recalled to active duty with their own consent to 
act in the capacity of shipkeepers for vessels assigned for training reservists. The 
Budget contemplated that no transferred men should act in the capacity of ship- 
keepers. The committee feels that it is in the interest of economy and efficiency to 
eontinue the existing practice. As a result of this course the reserve appropriation 
has been reduced by $175,600, which was carried therein for the pay of reserve ship- 
keepers on the assumption that transferred reservists would be withdrawn. 

“Like the Navy, the Marine Corps also has a transferred reserve list, composed 





of men who have had 16 or more years of service. There were 262 such Marine 
Corps reservists at the time of the hearings on account of whom the Budget carries 
$185,480. The committee is proposing the Budget estimate. 


RESERVES GENERALLY 


“The committee believes that the attention of the House should be called to the 
reserve situation generally. That the reserves have a necessary and important place 
in our scheme of national defense there is no question. That there should be q 
limit, however, there should be no question. To keep it within proper limits under 
existing law seems to fall to the lot of this committee, which should not be. Unless 
it is watched and closely watched it will expand to the point where we will have 
accomplished by indirection what we have always striven to avoid directly, and that 
is the establishment of a large force in this country possessing military views and 
tendencies which will outnumber and outweight in voice our regular establishments 
This is not believed to be an overstatement of what may be reasonably expected 
we should fail to watch the situation closely. * * * The committee is propo 
with respect to the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps of the Navy to reduce the 
initial appropriation recommended in the Budget from $45,000 to $40,000 and to 
refuse completely the initial appropriation proposed in the Budget of $12,500 for the 
corresponding Marine Corps contingent. The Marine Corps now has on active duty 
practically its full quota of regular officers on its authorized strength of 27,400 men,’ 


NAVAL AVIATION 


“The committee ventures to suggest the establishment of a new 
ensign’ in the Navy, to be composed of men who will enlist for duty as naval aviators 
for a period of four years and who will at the same time, should they not reeniist, 
agree to serve in the Naval Reserve for a further period of four years. Flight 
ensigns, it is suggested, should rank with but after ensigns of the line of the Navy 
should receive corresponding pay and allowances plus flying pay, be given reenlist 
ment gratuities and the right to transfer to the Naval Reserve aiter 20 years’ service 
and the right to retirement after 30 years’ service. The committee's study of the 
subject leads it to believe that this plan would attract to the high-grade 
young men of a caliber who would become as proficient as Naval Academy gradu 
ates and with equal facility; it would take away from the line of the Navy a 
minimum number of officers, ultimately diminishing the number at present assigned 
to aviation; it would create a corps of specialists rather than a force composed of 
men who would be in aviation today and in some other branch of the naval pro 
fession tomorrow and at the same time aveid the problems of pay, rank, selection, 
ete., which would go with a line officer force; it would create a reserve of trained 
naval aviators and make available to the industry and commercial aviation a reser 
voir of skilled material, and, when in full swing, should lessen or dispense with the 
need for training men as aviators in the Naval Reserve which, ultimately would be 
composed of men already trained and with practical service experience. Of course 
it is recognized that this plan involves other questions for determination and settle- 
ment, but the committee suggests it as a basis for solving the suppiy question of 
trained aviators and, at the same time, as a means for freeing officers who are or will 
be required in other fields of naval activity.” 

MARINE CORPS 

The estimates for the Marine Corps contemplates the maintenance of the Corps 
at its present reduced strength of 18,000 enlisted men. The estimates allow for 1,020 
officers or 75 less than the full officer complement for the authorized strength of 
the Marine Corps of 27,400 men. 

INCREASE OF NAVY 

“The aircraft carriers will be completed during the fiscal year, as will the sub- 

marine V-4. The construction which will extend beyond the fiscal year 1927 was all

commenced during the present fiscal year, and, as the table indicates, will require 
future appropriations totaling $25,365,000. 
“In addiion to carrying forward work on vessels now under way, the Budget 


proposes and the committee is recommending an appropriation of $1,200,000 for com- 
mencing three more (two are now under construction) of the eight light cruisers 
authorized in the act approved Dec. 18, 1924 (45 Stat. 719). The total unit cost 
of these vessels is $16,750,000. With respect to these cruisers, attention is called 
to the fact that the act authorizing their construction contemplate that the entire 
number (eight) would be commenced before July 1, 1927. The committee, not 
withstanding, has agreed with the Budget proposal to postpone the commencement 
of them in the realization that Congress will have convened again in regular session 
well before the time limit imposed in the authorizing act will have expired. It 
should be stated, however, that there is nothing in the language of the appropria- 
tions proposed to hinder the President from commencing these three vessis if he 
should conclude such course to be wise or necessary. By retarding work on other 
vessels, funds could be found for making a commencement. In the naval appro 
priation act approved Aug. 29, 1916, authority was given for the construction of 
nine fleet submarines. Three of these submarines have not been commenced. The 
six for which appropriations have been provided do or will represent the acme of 
our naval architectural and engineering skill. The importance of this type of craft 
is obvious and that we should have more, in the absence of international limitation, 
is generally recognized by naval students. The committee is proposing that plans 
and estimates for the three submarines already authorized but not yet commenced 
shall be presented to Congress at the beginning of its next regular session. 

“Attention is called to the form in which the appropriations are stated. It is a 
return to the form employed prior to the Conference on the Limitation of Naval 
Armament. A direct allocation is set up by the Congress for each branch of the 
work and it is believed that a better picture can be had of and a better check made 
or maintained on the funds requested or made available. Furthermore, by intro 
ducing a fixed ordnance cost, which is a new departure, we are better able to arrive 
at our total commitments when considering new undertakings.” 


A bill authorizing increases in commissioned personnel of the Regular 
Army to provide additional instructors for the National Guard, O.R.C, 
R.O.T.C., C.M.T.C., and to increase the efficiency of the Regular Army, was 
introduced by Representative Robert L. Bacon, New York, on Jan. 7 and 
referred to the House Committee on Military Affairs. 

Realizing the necessity of increased Regular Army commissioned personne! 
to carry out the provisions of the National Defense Act concerning the train- 
ing of the other components of the Army of the United States, Representative 
Bacon drew up the bill which provides for increases in the number of Regular 
Army officers by increments covering a periéd of four years and setting the 
maximum number of officers at 13,000. 

The measure is similar to one which Representative Bacon introduced last 
year. According to its provisions the total number of officers on the active 
list prior to June 30, 1926, shall not exceed 12,200; 12,400 prior to June 3, 
1927; 12,600 prior to June 30, 1928; 12,800 to June 30, 1929, or 13,000 t 
June 30, 1930. 

Since the passage of this act would undoubtedly require an increase 10 
War Department appropriations it is thought that the measure will not make 
much progress this session. Many Army officers realize the need of enacting 
such legislation and it would not be surprising to see the bill, or a similar 
one, reintroduced in a subsequent session. 


Representative Hamilton Fish, New York, who last year sponsored 4 
measure providing for 25-year retirement for enlisted men, reintroduced the 
measure in the House Jan. 12. The War Department is maintaining a luke- 
warm attitude and the fate of the bill depends on its reception by the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

Since there is considerable Army legislation endorsed and recommended by 
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the War Department which has priority over this measure there is consid- 
erable doubt as to whether the bill will ever be reported out of committee. 

Many officers and enlisted men in the Army feel that the measure is needed 
and should pass. It would allow enlisted men to retire at the expiration of 
25 years service regardless of the grade and rank then held with not less than 
$100 per month as their retired pay and the allowance to which they would 
be entitled if retired with 30 years service as now provided by law. 

The bill provides for the difference between this rate of retirement and 
the present retirement by creating a fund by a deduction of one percent of 
each enlisted man’s pay. 

The supporters of the measure both in the Service and civil life point out 
that the enactment of this legislation would probably do more to swell the 
“old timers” ranks and keep enlisted men in the Service for long periods than 
any other means. 


Chairman John M. Morin, of the House Committee on Military Affairs, will 
shortly introduce an amendment to the present legislation providing that a 
delegation from the Military Affairs Committees of both the House and Senate 
visit the Military Academy at West Point during the session, which will 
enable the delegation to visit the Academy during June week or the summer 
camp period after Congress has adjourned. 

Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, U.S.A., Superintendent of the Military Academy, 
in a hearing before the House Committee on Military Affairs Jan. 12 favored 
the proposal, explaining that he thought a congressional visit to the Academy 
at least once a vear would be highly beneficial. 

It was also suggested that members of the House subcommittee on War 
Department appropriations be included and this suggestion will be incor- 
porated in the proposed amendment. 

The amendment will preclude “junketing” trips, it is understood, by pro- 
viding that the congressmen be allowed only mileage to the Academy from 
Washington, D. C., and return, which is authorized at present. 


Five bills were considered by the House Committee on Military Affairs, 
Chairman Morin presiding, on Jan. 12. The outstanding bills were H. R. 4547, 
providing for the establishment of a Department of Economics, Government 
and History at the Military Academy, and H. R. 5223, authorizing disbursing 
officers of the Army to designate deputies to sign for them. 

Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, U.S.A., Superintendent of the Military Academy, 
strongly urged the establishment of the Department of Economics, etc. He 
also endorsed H. R. 6661, providing for the promotion of a professor at the 
Military Academy which corrects an apparent injustice in the promotion of 
Lt. Col. Clifton C. Carter, U.S.A. 

The bill concerning Lieutenant Colonel Carter was thoroughly discussed and 
it was pointed out that by accepting a professorship at the Academy Colonel 
Carter had fallen four years behind his classmates. It was brought out that 
had the lieutenant colonel stayed in the line he would have become due for 
promotion to colonel July 2, 1921, through the reorganization in the Army in 
1920, but that on his present duty he will not become due until August 14, 
1927. The bill will promote Lieutenant Colonel Carter to the grade of colonel 
with rank from July 2, 1921. 

Col. Frederick W. Coleman, U.S.A., appeared for the Army and favored 
the bill authorizing disbursing officers to designate deputies. This bill will 
straighten out the dispute between the Comptroller General and the Army 
by giving the Army power to do what the Comptroller alleges they cannot 
under the present law. 

Brevet Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., appeared before the committee and 
urged that the Chief of Finance be included on the Board of Directors of the 
U.S. Soldiers Home, as provided for in H. R. 4804. 

The bills were referred to the several subcommittees for report. 
believed that all of them will be reported favorably. 

The bills referring to the Military Academy may be grouped under an 
Omnibus Bill to facilitate passage after a report has been made on the several 
bills concerning the Academy now before the House Military Affairs subcom- 
mittee on the Military Academy, of which Representative Harry C. Ransley, 
Pennsylvania, is chairman.

The Equalization Bill to provide for the equalization of officers of the Navy 
Staff Corps with officers of the line was introduced by Representative Stephens 
It will undoubtedly come before the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee shortly for report. 





Representative Johnson of South Dakota introduced two bills affecting the 
Army on Jan. 9. The first would amend the National Defense Act in regard 
to precedence between officers of the Regular Army, National Guard, and 
Organized Reserve, and the second would equalize the promotion list of the 
Regular Army. 

The bill amending the National Defense Act provides that Regular Army 
officers shall rank according to the date of their commissions or letters of 
appointment, while the National Guard and Reserve officers shall rank from a . 
date, preceding that on which called to active duty, equal to the total length 
of active Federal or other service, plus a length of service equal to credits 
allowed for studies while on inactive status in the grade in which called. 

It also provides that when dates of rank are the same precedence “shall 
be determined by length of active commissioned service in the Army.” When 
such length of service is the same the officers of the Regular Army will take 
rank among themselves according to their standing on the promotion list, pre- 
ceding National Guard and Reserve officers of the same date of rank, the latter 
to rank among themselves according to age. 

The second bill, to equalize the promotion list of the Regular Army, is intro- 
duced to revise the present promotion list created under the provisions of the 
Army Reorganization Act of 1920. The bill would place officers appointed as 
captains, first or second lieutenants under this act in their respective grades 
according to commissioned service rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918, immediately 
aw the officers of corresponding rank in the Regular Army as of June 30, 

920. 

Another section of the bill would place captains and first lieutenants ap- 
pointed under the 1920 act, upon promotion to the next higher grade, above 
any officers in the higher grade who were originally appointed under the 1920 
act to a grade lower than that of the promoted officer. 


Ft. Crook, Nebr., will get new barracks, quarters, or other utilities for its 
garrison whenever Ft. Omaha is sold, if a bill introduced by Representative 
Sears, of Nebraska, Jan. 7, and referred to the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, is ever reported out and passed by Congress. 

The bill provides for the sale of Ft. Omaha Reservation to the University 
of Nebraska for not less than $327,000, the proceeds to be applied to construct- 
ing quarters for the Ft. Crook garrison. 


Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
introduced a bill in the Senate Jan. 9 which authorizes the Secretary of War 
to sell exterior articles of the uniform to honorably discharged enlisted men. 
The bill was referred to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs for report. 


Senator Wadworth, Chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
will shortly introduce a bill to amend the present legislation concerning the 
distribution of war trophies. The amendments would allow the Secretary of 
War to distribute additional trophies to communities which desire them, utiliz- 
ing trophies allocated to other communities which did not want them. Several 
min*r bills were reported favorably by Senator Wadsworth on January 8.

further experimentation with lighter-than-air craft if the funds were not 
taken from money needed for the Fleet. 

Secretary Wilbur, who was the first witness, stated that he had approved 
the conclusions and recommendations of the General Board of the Navy on 
Jan. 12, which summed up the views of the Navy Department, and the con- 
clusions were: That it had not been determined in war that rigid lighter- 
than-air craft have other than minor military importance; that the operations 
of the Shenandoah carried out under favorable weather conditions, if con- 
sidered alone, do not justify their existence as military units of the fleet; that 
cruisers at present are of far more military value and to compare the value 
of dirigibles with such ships favorably “is wholly unsound and based only on 
imagination;” that it seems improbable that this type will ever prove valuable 
as aircraft carriers and that the development has not progressed to a point 
where their value as scouts can be determined. 

The recommendations were: (a) That the Department adhere to the 
spirit of its approved policy “to comp.ete rigid airships now under construction 
and tw determine from their performance in service the desirability of further 
construction. 

(b) To meet the spirit of this policy, and in order to provide reasonable 
facilities for continuing experiments to determine the value or lack of value 
of rigid lighter-than-air craft for military purposes, that an airship of this 
type be built, provided an appropriation can be secured for it as entirely sup- 
plementary to the appropriations for other naval needs. 

(c) That the rigid airship, if built, be of sufficient capacity and embody 
the military characteristics essential to the purpose stated in (b). 

(d) That the Department encourage and aid in every way practicable the 
commercial development of lighter-than-air craft. 

Among the points brought out by both Secretary Wilbur and Adm. Jones 
were: (1) If an airship is built it should have at least 5,000,000 cubic feet 
capacity since any craft of this smaller than the Shenandoah would not be 
of use to the fleet; (2) any attempt to sacrifice the needs of the fleet to secure 
novel or experimental types should be resisted; (3) if an airship is to be 
built the Naval Air Station at Lakehurst should be kept in operation and its 
trained personnel kept intact. 

It was also brought out at the hearing that the Navy is faced with two 
problems. The first is the question of continuing to experiment with airships 
of the Shenandoah type. The second is the question of recommending to 
Congress the building of so-called “metal-clad ships.” Secretary Wilbur, in 
commenting on the latter problem told the committee that if guarantees are 
made and demands satisfactorily met by the manufacturers of such craft, he 
thought it would be all right to recommend such construction. 

The closest to a clash which those holding opposing views came, was when 
Representative Woodruff questioned Adm. Jones as to whether he had heard 
of an airplane which could carry 4,000 lbs. of bombs from London to New 
York in a non-stop flight and then fly to Canada without refueling as testified 
before the Lampert Committee on Aircraft. 

Adm. Jones said: “I don’t accept it.” 

Representative Woodruff was then interrupted by Representative Britten 
who asked the name of the company which alleged it could produce such a 
plane, and after a heated exchange, Representative Woodruff again turned to 
Adm. Jones and asked him whether he considered that airplanes of the future 
could carry three-inch guns and other armament. 

Adm. Jones replied: “I don’t believe such things are possible.” 

Representative Woodruff muttered: “That’s the trouble with our Air 
Services,” and then subsided while the questioning returned to a fact basis. 

Dirigible development in the United States will cease if the Lakehurst, 
N. J., naval lighter-than-air station is closed, Capt. George W. Steele, U.S.N., 
commander of the Los Angeles and the Lakehurst station, told the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs at the hearing on the Butler bill on Jan. 14, to 
replace the Shenandoah. 

Captain Steele also pointed out that unless a dirigible is built to replace 
the lost Shenandoah the fleet will be without a rigid airship to use for scout- 
ing and reconnaisance. The Los Angeles, he said, under the treaty by which 
America secured her from Germany, could not be used for war purposes, and 
can be used only for training crews for itself. Dirigibles are the coming eye 
of the fleet, he said. A line of airships sent out to scout could cover twice 
the same distance that the same number of cruisers could, he said. 

Captain Steele said that the day of trans-Atlantic passenger airships is not 
far off. He said he had hoped that the first of these ships would fly the 
American flag, but he suspected they would fly the British flag unless America 
keeps up her rigid airship building program. 

Captain Steele urged the sponsoring by Congress of civilian airship build- 
ing, saying that in case of war commercial dirigibles could be taken over for 
military duty. He pointed out the fact that England has under construction 
two dirigibles, both of which will be as large as the Shenandoah. 

DEPARTMENT OF NATIONAL DEFENSE 

The Military Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives has de- 
cided to commence consideration of the bill introduced by Representative John 
Philip Hill of Maryland, providing for the creation of a Department of National 
Defense and for the unification of the Air Service. The first hearing will 
be Jan. 19. 

Secretary of War Davis is scheduled to appear before the committee Jan. 
20. Chairman Morin has announced that the committee proposes to hear “all 
those who may have constructive suggestions to offer regarding the proposed 
legislation, or who may be affected by such legislation.”

FOREIGN SERVICE—ENLISTED MEN 
Cireular 1, Jan. 8, 1926, War Department 


Section 1 of this circular deals with the mat- 
ter of foreign service of enlisted men and the 
reduction of N.C.O., ete., in connection there- 
with. It is as follows: 

1. Foreign service—Enlisted men.—In view of 
the difficulties encountered by the W. D. in 
filling requisitions for oversea replacements in 
noncommissioned grades in the C.A.C., the fol- 
lowing is published for the information and 
guidance of all corcerned: 

1. Sergeants, Coast Artillery Corps. a. Except 
as provided ‘in paragraphs 2 and 3 below no 
more sergeants (fourth grade), C.A.C., will be 
transferred in grade to foreign service com- 
mands as replacements for those returning to 
the United States. Replacements will be made 
in the grade of private. 

b. Sergeants, C.A.C., now serving in foreign 
service commands, who were not transferred 
from the U. S. in that grade, or who may in 
the future be appointed locally under the pro- 
visions of this circular, will be reduced to the 
grade of private upon their return to the 
U. S. by reason of expiration of tour of foreign 
service or for discharge. Reduction will be 
effected prior to the dates of sailing from the 
foreign service commands. 

ec. Sergeants, C.A.C., now serving in foreign 
service commands, who were transferred from 
the U. S. in that grade, and who are returned 
to the U. S. by reason of expiration of tour of 
foreign service or for discharge upon expira- 
tion of term of service, will be disposed of as 
follows: 

(1) Sergeants returning by reason of expira- 
tion of tour of foreign service will be sent in 
grade to harbor defense or to other appropriate 
commands in the U. S., to be attached for duty. 

(2) At least one month prior to the expiration 
of their tours of foreign service, the department 
commander will repert to The A.G., by radio, 
the names and organizations of the sergeants 
to be returned and the approximate dates of 
sailing from the foreign service command. 
Upon receipt of this report, The Adjutant Gen- 
erai wili designate the harbor defenses or other 
appropriate commands in the U. S. to which the 
sergeants are to be attached, and will advise 
the department commander by radio of such 
designauon. The department commander wil 
then issue orders, prior to expiration of tours 
of foreign service, sending the sergeants in 
grade to the commands designated and giving 
tne dates they are due to sail. 

(3) The C.O. of the harbor defense or other 
appropriate command to which the sergeant is 
avtacned will assign him to the first vacancy 
occurring in his grade and branch in the com- 
mand and within the War Department table of 
aliotment and will promptly notify the oversea 
command. If no such vacancy occurs within 
two months from date of sailing, as indicated 
in the orders, from the Hawaiian Department 
or Fanama Canali Department, or within three 
months trom date of sailing from the Philippine 

t, as the case may be, the sergeant 
revurned trom foreign service, or any other ser- 
geant of the command as may be selected by the 
C.0., wili be reduced. Any sergeant reduced in 
accordance with these instructions will be given 
first consideration in filling the next vacancy in 
that grade occurring in the command, provided 
his conduct and efficiency warrant such con- 
siderauon. 

(4) Vacancies in the grade of sergeant 
ecreaved as the result of action indicated in (3) 
above wili be filled jocally in the foreign service 
command after the expiration of the periods of 
two months or three months from the dates ot 
sailing irom foreign service commands, as the 
case may be, or upon notification of vacancy at 
an earuer date. 

(5) Sergeants returning to the U. S. for dis- 
charge upon expiration of term of service will 
be returned without reduction and their vacan- 
cies wiil be filled by appointment in the foreign 
service commands as provided in Section LI, 
Circuiar No. 68, W. D., 1923. 

2. Master sergeants (supply), staff sergeants 
(suppiy), and staff sergeants (color), C.A.C.— 
Master sergeants (suppiy), staff sergeants (sup- 
piy), and staff sergeants (color), C.A.C., serv- 
ing in foreign service commands, will be re- 
duced to the grade of sergeant upon their re- 
turn to the U. S. by reason of expiration of 
tour of foreign service, and requisition will be 
submitted for a sergeant as repiacement in each 
case. Keduction wiil be effected prior to the 
dates of sailing from the foreign seFvice com- 
mands. ‘Those returning to the U. S. for dis- 
charge upon expiration of term of service wili 
be returned witnout reduction and their vacan- 
cies will be filied by appointment in the foreign 
service commands as provided in Section LI, 
Circuiar No, 68, W.D., 1923. 

3. First sergeants, Coast Artillery Corps.—a. 
First sergeants, C.A.C., who have been or here- 
after may be transferred to foreign service 
commands in that grade, and who are returned 
to the United States upon expiration of tour of 
foreign service or for discharge by reason of 
expiration of term of service will be returned in 
grade. Those returning upon expiration of tour 
of foreign service will be repiaced in grade as 
provided for in existing regulations, and the 
vacancies of ‘those returning for discharge will 
be filled by appointment in foreign service 
commands in accordance with the provisions of 
Section Ll, Circular No. 68, W.D., 1923. 

b. First sergeants, C.A.C., serving in foreign 
service commands, who have been or hereafter 
may be appointed in those commands, will be 
reduced to the grade of sergeant upon their re- 
turn to the U. S. by reason of expiration of tour 
of foreign service, and requisition will be sub- 
mitted for a sergeant as replacement in each 
case. Reduction will be effected prior to the 
dates of sailing from foreign service commands.
